TUBERCULOSIS  SURVEY 

During  the  year  a  tuberculosis  survey  was  carried  out.  The  Medical  Officer  of 
Heal tli  for  Cornwall  was  responsible  for  all  arrangements  and  I  wish  to  place  on 
record  my  thanks  for  his  help  and  to  the  Doctors  and  Nurses  who  cane  over  to 
Scilly  and  did  this  valuable  work. 

A  liantoux  Test  was  first  done  and  than  all  positive  cases  were  followed  up  by 
X-ray  examination;  as  a  result  of  this  examination  19  cases  acre  found  showing 
some  abnormalities  who  received  appropriate  treatment  in  due  course.  A  limited 
amount  of  B.C.G-.  vaccine  was  available  and  it  proved  possible  to  vaccinate  59 
children  who  ge.vc  a  negative  response  to  the  Mantoux  Test.
